After my post about using Lithium-Ion cells scrounged from cel phone 
batteries, Trung Nguyen, K3HH suggested using AAA cells instead. I did 
a trial fit of 12 Maxell AAA NiMH cells (14.4 Volts) into the 7.0 tin and 
they fit quite nicely acoss the longer dimension of the tin. There is 
still plenty of room left for circuitry, about 5-1/4" by 2-3/4". As an 
example, a NorCal SMK-1 would easily fit with room to spare for even more 
circuitry. Advantage: Unlike L-Ion, NiHM cells don't require exotic 
charging circuitry.

President Bush signed the Internet Tax Nondiscrimination Act into law on November 
28, 2001. The law extends until November 1, 2003 

the moratorium on enactment and enforcement of new state and local taxes on 
Internet access and multiple or discriminatory taxes on 

electronic commerce. This legislation continues the moratorium (which expired on 
October 1, 2001) imposed by the Internet Tax 

Freedom Act of 1998. Under the new law, states are prohibited from imposing new 
taxes on fees paid for Internet access, from taxing 

an Internet sale in more than one state, and from taxing a sale because it was 
transacted on the Internet. 


It is important to understand that the Internet Tax Nondiscrimination Act does not 
prohibit a state from collecting a sales tax on 

Internet sales, provided the seller has a legal "presence" in the taxing state. 

In most jurisdictions, the laws impose a dual 

liability for the tax on both the buyer, who is responsible to pay the tax to the 
seller or the government, and on the seller, who 

is responsible to collect the tax from the retail buyer and pay it over to the 
government. 


When does a seller have a legal "presence" in the taxing state? The U.S. Supreme 
Court has provided businesses with some guidance 

on whether a state may lawfully obligate an out-of-state seller to collect and 
remit that state's sales tax. The most recent case 

involved a "bricks-and-mortar" mail-order seller of office products with offices 
and warehouses in Illinois, California and Georgia 

who was making sales into North Dakota. (Quill Corp. v. North Dakota, 504 U.S. 
298). Quill had no employees working or residing in 

North Dakota; owned no property in that state; and delivered all products to North 
Dakota customers via mail or common carrier from 

out-of-state locations. Lacking a substantial enough "presence" in North Dakota, 
the Court held that the Commerce Clause of the U.S. 

Constitution precluded North Dakota from imposing its sales tax liability on 
Quill. 


The Constitution's Commerce Clause is perhaps the most powerful weapon available 
to Congress in legislating interstate matters and 
usurping power from the states.

As a letter sorter for the fourth call area incoming 
bureau, it takes several years for many cards to make 
the round trip. Most countries do not have the same 
set up as the ARRL or the people to do the job. With 
the lack of workers, cards sit before they are sorted. 


I tell the guys I sort for that a wait of two or more 
years is not unheard of. Many countries only ship once 
a year, or in some cases every two years. 


I have cards coming through today with dates from 98 
and 99. 


Do not think that becauce a card went by the bureau 
the fellow on the other end will respond. The small 
fee charged by the ARRL for the outgoing cards is 
small compared to many other countries. 


The only advice is to take a deep breath, calm down, 
and wait. Getting cards from foreign hams is the same 
as here. When you work a new state, you need several 
contacts before you get a return card. Same for DX, 
make multi contacts and send cards to them all. 


They call it the waiting game.

While I was doing some yard work today I noticed that the coax to my G5RV 
had pulled out the bottom of the PVC housing that has the balun in it. This 
is not the first time I've had problems with the balun. The G5SRV is my main 
HF antenna (I'm not as active as I'd like to be so I have no clue how long 
this thing has been broken this time) and I'd like to fix it. 


I know there is an age old controversy about whether the G5RV should have a 
balun or not, and whether it should be even called a GSRV when it has a 
balun. I don't want to start that up here. But I would like some opinions 


about what sort of "trouble" I might get into if I pull the balun out. 

Also, if I do that, how do I hook the coax to the twinlead (I have the heavy 
duty TV twinlead, not wide spaced ladder line)? Do I just solder the coax 
directly to the twinlead (that seems so crude)? Now I have a coffee can 
size loop with about 7 turns of coax just before the balun -- do I keep that 
or not? 


I will essentially always be using this antenna with a tuner (primarily an 
IC-746 and K2). It's up about 34' in the center.

Dave, 


I have an article written by Louis Varney, G5SRV himself, (now an SK) perhaps 
the last one he wrote about his antenna design. In that article he says the 
balun is not useful and he recommends against using one. However, he does 
recommend an 8 or 10 turn six inch diameter coil of coax immediately below 
the point where the coax connects to the ladder line (or open wire feeders). 
It will work quite well. That is the exact arrangement I have here, i.e., a 
dipole 51 feet long each side of center, fed with 31 feet of large ladder 
line, connected to the 10 turn six inch diameter hank of coax with a 71 foot 
run into the shack. Varney says in the article that losses increase beyond 71 
feet of feed line. 


And yes, I just soldered the coax to the ladder line, however crude that 
might be. I gooped the connection with silicone sealant covered by a material 
I found at the local Lowe's discount lumber/hardware store called Tommy Tape. 
It conforms to whatever shape you wrap in in (on) and is said to provide an 
excellent water seal. I replaced my run of RG-58 coax to the G5RV with RG-8 
just two weeks ago and used the Tommy Tape then for the first time, so the 
jury is still out on its effectiveness.

Hello John, 


My QRPp library is out on loan so can't help you right away with the 
referenced articles. 


However, I can tell you that NA5N's "Pipsqueak" regen is based on NiTEV's 
article in EDN, August 1994. The original EDN article was subsequently 
reprinted in Bill Orr's column in CQ Magazine, December 1994. I built that 
receiver "dirty" then and still use it from time-to-time. 


As an aside, I don't believe W6SAI knew Charles Kitchen was a ham when he 
reprinted the article, as there was no mention. I wrote Bill Orr 
immediately after his column appeared in CQ and asked if he had an address 
for the author. He scribbled at the bottom of my letter to check with EDN! 
Then NA5N cleared up the mystery a little later along with some other stuff. 


I built the N1ITEV circuit again earlier this year using "manhattan-style" 
construction. It works just as well as my first project though I did adda 
miniature air-variable for a very fine tune control (not bandspread). And, 

a pot for volume control though it is usually run wide open most of the time. 


Actually, I was going to build NA5N's design for my second effort since it 
offers much improved audio with an optimized LM386. But, I got sidetracked 
so now Paul Harden's enhanced version is my next receiver project. 


In my opinion, the N1TEV design originating in EDN is a super project and 
I'm sure both you and your son will be delighted with the results. It's 
very selective and regeneration is easy to control. I would like a little 
more audio (for headphones as well as a speaker), which the 2N2222 based 
audio amplifier can't provide, and where NASN's sightly modified design 
comes to the rescue. Otherwise, there doesn't appear to be much difference 
between the two receivers. 


I use an old AM radio polyvaricon to tune my regens. As far as such caps go 
these are the best I have - all brass innards and a lucky hamfest find. I 
can't tell you how they compare with the more common aluminum variety for 
stability but they are certainly much heavier. I tied the antenna and 
oscillator sections together which prodvides about 230 pf. 


My current version of the regen uses an old Japanese-type reduction drive 
and the former a Jackson Bros. Ham folklore to the contrary, I can tell you 
the el cheapo VFO stays exactly where I put it in both receivers and the 
compact size is quite a plus. I built an insulated mount for the 
polyvaricon and use an insulated shaft extension to mate with the reduction 
drive. All in the interest of controlling hand-capacity effects. 


I located a 200K pot with a nylon shaft for the regeneration control. I 
believe this feature also helps minimize hand-capacity effects but it is 
only my opinion as I have not swapped it out for a metal shaft and 
compared. Actually, the latest NITEV exhibits no hand-capacity effects at 
all - unless I actually put my fingers inside the skeletonized pvc case (4" 
x 2-3/4" x 2-1/2") and near the components/wiring. 


I had this problem with an intermittent hum in the receiver. Not too bad 
but it degraded performance somewhat on weak signals. Later, I accidently 
discovered it was coming from a 50W incandescent bulb mounted in a lamp 
directly over my operating position, and maybe a foot from the rig. Place 
hand between lamp and receiver or turn off lamp, and hum goes away! 
Troubleshooting should always be that simple! Earlier, the rest of it was 
not thanks to some really dumb QLF! 


On Saturday night, I listened to a few stations in the ARCI contest. Tuning 
was real touchy but with the regen control set right on the edge and 
twiddling the fine-tune cap the receiver, I was able to pick out a few 
stations on 40CW. Given they were running QRP that should say something 
about the selectivity and sensitivity of the N1ITEV circuit. 


My tuning capacitor is mounted with short M5(?) screws on a single-sided 
piece of pcb. The assembly is fastened to the bottom of the homebrew 
double-sided pcb case using crimp-connectors bent 90 degrees before being 
soldered in place. 


My coil is wound from #22 magnet wire on a 1" o.d. pvc pipe cap fastened to 
the bottom of the case. I have not had an opportunity to confirm coverage 
and band edges. I have not been able to identify the 20M or 30M bands but 
40M starts at "6" on a 1-to-10 tuning dial. 


Reporting there is no shortage of religious broadcasters in English, 
especially above 7 Mhz. I have never owned a general coverage receiver so 
all this continues to be new ground for the OM! <g> 


I use my regular station antenna on the regen which is an St. Louis Express 
portable vertical. I don't find the rig sensitive enough for a short whip 
antenna, indoors anyway. I did jury-rig one 4' whip directly to L1 per 
instructions but audio was down on all but the stronger SW stations. I have 
an old Ten-Tec active antenna kit here somewhere and need to built that and 
try with the existing regens. 


Anyway, this is my experience with the N1TEV design and I plan to build 
NA5N's "Pipsqueak" very soon. Best of luck with your project, John.

Ok I am a little slow in getting the kit built I know... I could give you 
all the excuses but that won't help me now! 


I have completed the NorCal 20 through section 13. Everything has worked 
great until now! I completed the receiver and it doesn't work. My last 
resort is to throw myself on your mercy and ask for help. 


I know that most of the time it is just a bad solder joint so I have 
checked that at lest twice. When I listen all I hear is a low hiss... it is 
the same with or without the antenna. The sound varies only slightly when 
TC6 is turned. I makes no difference when TC2,TC3, TC4, TC5 are tweeked. 


I have removed and checked the diodes D5,D6,D7,D8. I have removed and 
rewound T1 and T2. 


The DC voltages all check out except the drop across D11 is 5.33 to 4.50 
and the specs say it should be 3.1 to 2.3. 


I get a nice @.5V p-p @5 Mhz sine on the scope at pin 4 of the U3 mixer. 
The DC voltages check out on U4 but I don't get a sine wave on pin 6 or 
7 with the scope (maybe the scope can't measure at 9 Mhz?). I replaced 
the NE602 from the transmitter and there was no change in anything. 
Thanks in advance for any suggestions.

You are right in that it makes a gud portable station, with some exceptions. 
You need lots of battery pack. We have used them on top of mountain (WT4IX) 
with solar power and they are hard on batteries. If lug all the battery and 
solar power for 2 stations it adds up. We have also used them as IF's with 
xverters. 

Our best setup is to use the MFJ 9406 with 75Ma curerent draw to call CQ and 
only turn on 817 when needed.

It's hard to find the QRP thread in tax payments, which are especially 
noticed at this time of year. In NJ, where I live, we also have the “use 
tax... which is a tax at the same rate as sales tax in NJ.. for purchases of 
items not purchased in NJ, but "used" in NJ. 


The NJ tax forms specifically ask you to declare purchases made out of state 
(via telephone, web, whatever) but used in NJ and pay the tax. The 
assumption is that it would also apply to kits we purchase from hams and 
groups even if they are not making a profit. 


A while back, the state tax people were visiting hamfests (and similar flea 
market sales events) and were able to require anyone who had a legal 
business presence in NJ to display their document from the state enabling 
collection of taxes and to collect the sales tax. Most people found all 
that to be a wet blanket on hamfest sales and quite a few commercial vendors 
stopped coming to hamfests. Of course, the state tax people found that it's 
extrordinarily difficult to collect taxes on sales between individuals, 
especially cash sales, and eventually decided it didn't seem to be worth 
while to spend thousands of dollars (in employee wages, travel, etc.) to 
collect hundreds of dollars in taxes, so they stopped visiting hamfests. Of 
course, vendors who =do= have a physical presence in NJ will still need to 
collect taxes on sales. They often just eat the tax themselves and build it 
into the price of their sales. 


Here in NJ, paying sales tax on flea market purchases or internet purchases 
is rarely done, and there's not much the state can do to collect that tax. 
If that still bothers you as a citizen and you wish to soothe your 
conscience, you can add money to your annual tax return to go to specific 
"charitable" causes, rather than just the state coffers. 


As I said, there's not much QRP thread here. Maybe we should move on and 


leave this thread alone.

Good post .... overall I would agree with most of it, and definitely feel 
strongly about my 817. I would like to comment on two points 


(1) ‘insatiable appetite for volts and amps' - thats relative. To Spartan 
Sprinters and K-1 people its a downright pig. To Anyone has owned a full 
size HF rig its got a modest appetite. Its nominal receive current draw is 
480ma, this can be gotten down just under 300 ma by a number of strategies. 
But a 7 AH gelcell and a 5 or 10 watt solar panel can go a long way 


(2) 'a pattern of breakdown problems' - yes and no .... There are vast 
number of us who have had 817's for a year or more and had no problems at 
all. The ‘pattern' which has emerged leans mostly towards rigs that are 
either dead out-of-the-box or in the first month or two. That to me sounds 
more like a QC problem than a design problem. Yaesu has been pretty good 
about fixing the rigs and applying any firmware/hardware mods to any rig 
sent in for warranty service. In some parts of the country the wait has 
stretched out a bit. They have sold over 10K in this country and more every 
day, plus who knows how many in Japan. Again, the larger numbers of rigs 
going down may simply be due to the stats of breakdown rates and a larger 
baseline demographic. I have four ham friends in the area with 817s, plus 
mine makes 5. One of them blew the finals on his. The rest are still

Tha balun's purpose is to keep antenna currents off the outside of the 
coax. If you remove the balun, then you'll get some common-mode currents 
on the coax, which may be undesirable, but shouldn't overtly affect the 
performance of the antenna. (You may have some RFI pickup along the route 
of the coax, as well as exposing items along the route of the coax to RFI 
when you transmit) 


>Also, if I do that, how do I hook the coax to the twinlead (I have the heavy 
>duty TV twinlead, not wide spaced ladder line)? Do I just solder the coax 
>directly to the twinlead (that seems so crude)?

It's a 1:1 transformation, just like the coiled coax balun. 


Coiled coax, W2DU, W1JR, Guanella -- they are all different forms of the 
1:1 current (choke) balun. Physically different, electrically the same.
